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TWENTY-FIGHT |PRINCE CHUN STILL TARRYING | 


ON DEATH LIST 


Investigation Reveals Appall- 
dng Extent of Horror 
Caused by Explosion. 


STEAMER WAS IN RACE 
WHEN BOILER LET GO 


Charged That Vessel Had Been 
Driven at Reckless Speed for 
Long Time and Engineer 
Predicted a Horror 
Would Result. 


Philadelphia, August 29.—It 


the boiler on the steamer City of Trenton, 
while on the way up the Delaware river 
from this city to Trenton, N. J., yester- 
day afternoon, was more appalling than 
was at first supposed. Nine persons are 
known positively to be dead, at least nine- 
teen are missing, most of whom are be- 
lieved to have been in the steamer, and 
two of the injured still in the hospital 
will probably die. 

The identified dead are: 

WILLIAM NELSON, aged 67 years, a 
vetaran of the civil war and formerly an 


Inmate of the Soldiers’ home, Hampton, 
Va. 

JAMES McCORMICK, 23 years, Wil- 
mington, Del., fireman. 

ELIZABETH GREEN, 21 years, Phil- 
adelphia. 

WILLIAM DUNN, 38 years, Philadel- 
phia. 

ARTHUR, R. T. LANSING, 14 years, 
Trenton, N. J. 

WILLIAM H. KEEN, Philadelphia. 

JESSIE STRATTON, Trenton, died in 
hospital. . 

In addition to these there are two 
charred bodies, believed to be those of 
females, in the morgue. They are beyond 
recognition and will be buried in potter’s 
field.

Of the thirty-three persons taken to the 
hospital, Mrs. Edna Van Schoick, Nights- 
town, N. J., and Miss Fannie Keen, Phil- 
adelphia, will die. 

Although the searchers, consisting of 
a corps of city police, have been dragging 
the river ever since yesterday afternoon, 
they have been unable to find any more 
bodies. That there are more victims in 
the river is the firm belief of the author- 
ities, and their failure to find any addi- 
tional dead is supposed to be due to the 
strong current in the river at the point 
where the explosion occurred. 

The water was pumped out of the hull 
of. the burned steamer, after which a 
careful search was made for additional 
victims of the explosion, but none was 
found. 

Never in the history of the Delaware 
river has there been such keen rivalry 
between the lines of river @eamers as 
during this season. On both the upper 
and lower parts of the river races have 
been of daily occurrence. Only a few 
weeks ago the crew of the Trenton 
steamer Poconoket was censured by Cor- 
oner Dugan for failing to go to the as- 
sistance of some persons who were 
drowning. At the time, it is said, the 
Poconoket was racing with the Twilight, 
the boat that led to the City of Trenton 
yesterday when the explosion occurred. 

Between Philadelphia and Wilmington 
the steamer lines for a time virtually ad- 
verused races between their vessels, For 
nearly a week the City of Chester and 
Briundywine, on one line, and the Diamond 
State on the other, met and raced to a 
finish every day. Public sentiment, haw- 
ever, caused the patronage to fall off and 
a rule was then made prohibiting the 
Bpeed contests. 

The water was pumped out of the hull 
of the burned steamer, after which a care- 
ful search was made for additional vic- 
tims of the explosion, but none was 
found. An attempt was made at high tide 
this afternoon to float the wrecked ves- 
sel, but it was unsuccessful, and another 
effort will be made at the next high tide 
late tonight. 

As to the exact cause of the explosion 
nothing #s yet known, but an investigation 
is to be conducted at once. Fire Marshal 
Lattimer, Coroner Dugan, the police de- 
partment and the United States boiler in- 
spectors for this district will each carry 
on an independent investigation, but little 
can be known until the survivors have 
been examined and a careful inspection 
of the wrecked stemmer shall have been 
made. 

Many of the passengers who escaped in- 
jury maintain that the City of Trenton, 
which was late when she left her whet 
in this city, was racing at her topmost 
speed and thaf if this had not been the 
ease the accident would not have hap- 
pened. This is partly borne out by a 
statement said to have been made by As- 
sistant Engineer John Chew. Chew told 
his wife that he expected to be Killed 
by an explosion on the steamer as the 
company made the engineers keep up too 
high a pressure of steam.

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RUSHED SWIFTLY 
10 AWFUL DEATH 


Running Forty Miles an Hour, Train 
Leaves Track. 


TWENTY-EIGHT ARE MANGLED 


One Killed Outright, One Has Died 


Since and Others May Die. 
The Wreck Was Probably 
Caused by Spreading 
Rails. 


Newark, N. J., August 29.—The accom- 
modation train leaving Sodus Point over 
the Northern Central railroad, and which 
arrives {nh this village at 6 o’clock, was 
derailed tonight at the station at Fair- 
ville, about 10 miles north of here. En- 
gineer William Meagher, of Sodus Point, 
was killed; twenty-eight persons were 
injured, two of whom, Howard Tubbs, 
ticket agent at Lake Shore, and Libbie 
Ford, of Newark, will probably die. 

The train was made up at Sodus Point, 
and consisted of four coaches, a baggage 
car and engine, with Meagher at the 
throttle. The train was running nearly 
40 miles an hour. Approaching the sta- 
tion at Fairville, there is a curve and 
gravel pit. For some unknown reason 


the engine jumped the track while pass- 


ing the gravel pit. The force of the ac- 
cident turned the engine completely 
around, throwing the five cars on their 
sides. The trainload of some 150 persovs 
was thrown into the ditch, and the en- 
gine and all the cars were badly broken 
up. 
Help was quickly summoned from the 
neighboring houses, and all the assist- 
ance possible was rendered. W ord was 
sent to Sodus and Newark for physicians, 
and a special, containing five doctors, 
left Newark ‘at 6:45 o'clock. Upon its ar- 
rival the Newark passengers were placed 
aboard and hastened to Newark. Five 
were sent to Rochester hospitals. 

Rev. Dr. Burges, one of the injured. 
was for twenty years pastor of the Park 
Presbyterian church at Newark. He is 
73 rears old, and it is doubtful whether. 

His right leg is broken and 


he recovers. 
he is badly scalded. Mrs. Burges is also 


among the seriously injured. Coroner E. 


P. Thatcher took charge of Meagher's 


body and will hold an inquest. 

Howard Tubbs, the ticket agent at 
Sodus Point, who was on the engine with 
Engineer William Meagher, was badly 
scalded and otherwise injured. He died 
shortly before 11 o’clock on the hospital 
train at Newark. 

The cause of the wreck is not known 
exactly, but it Is thought the rails 
spread. There have been heavy rains re- 
cently, and probably in this way the 
tracks were loosened. 

One Killed and Three Injured. 

Durango, Colo., August 29.—By the turn- 
ing over of a Pullman car on the west- 
bound Rio Grande train today, Mother 
Baptiste, of Denver, mother superior of 
Colorado. was killed and _ Sister Marvy 
Nora and Harley McCoy, also of Denver, 
and Pullman Conductor Whan was in- 
jured. 

The accident occurred at Lobate side 
track. The railroad men and passengers 
alike are unable to explain why the car 
turned over. 

Mother Baptiste was sitting on the left 
side and the car turned to the right. She 
was thrown across the aisle and half way 
through an open window, her head and 
shoulders being dragged between the side 
of the car and the ties. She was dead 
before any one reached her, her head be- 
ing split open. 

“One Killed and Two Injured. 

St. Louts, August 29.—In an accident 
due to a spreading rail on the Southern 
railroad at Fireworks Station, 4 miles 
from East St. Louis, today, Frank Hae- 
fle, ehief car inspector of the road, lost 
his life; Elmore Drumm, fireman, was fa- 
tally, and Scott Mulconnery, engineer, 
seriously injured. As the locomotive left 
the track the boiler exploded, covering 
the men with broken iron and enveloping 
them in a cloud of steam.

GREAT TRUST IS FORMED 


Capital Fixed at $50,000,000, and 


All the Leading Companies Will 
Be Consolidated — New 
York Financiers To 
Engineer the Deal. 


Chicago, August 29.—Nearly thirty plow 
manufacturers of the United States were 


in session here today discussing plans | 


for a consolidation of all the plow in- 
terests in the country. After the meet- 
ing it was announced that the proposed 
consolidation was practically a sure thing 
from present prospects, and that about 
$50,000,000 would be represented in the or- 
ganization when it should be completed. 

The New York Guarantee and Trust 
Company has made a proposition to the 
plow manufacturers to engineer the deal 
and a large majority of them, it is said, 
have signified a willingness to enter the 
combine. 

The recent rise of 10 per cent in the 
price of plows and the proposed consoli- 
dation is the result, the plow manufact- 
urers say, of an increase in price of every 
kind of material and a ruinous credit 
system that has prevailed for years.

BUCHANAN HAS BEEN ENGAGED 


Pan-American Director Will Work 
for St. Louis Show. 

St. Louis, Mo., August 29.—After a con- 
ference of several hours’ duration with 
President Francis and the other officials 
of the Louisiana Purchase’ exposition. 
Jirector Genera! W. D. Buchanan, of 

Pan-American exposition, left for 
this afternoon. When asked 
Buchanan had been  en- 


gaged by the exposition company, Presi- 


dent Francis said: 

“Resnonding to our invitation. Mr. 
Buchanan has consented to sustain an 
advisory relationship to the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition in so far as official 
and business engagements will permit.”’ 

In response to a request to the war de.- 
partment to aid in securing complete 
exhibits from Cuba, the Philippines and 
other insular possessions of the United 
States, Colonel Clarence R. Edwards. of 
the division of insular affairs, says that 
copies of the requests have been for- 
warded to the military governors of Cuba 
and the Philippines; also to Civil Gov. 
ernor Taft at Manila, with suggestions 
that commissions be appointed to prepare 
proper exhibits from these countries. 


REFUSES TO PAY THE REWARD. 


Ralston Will Keep $25,000 Offered 


for Bullion Thief. 


San Francisco, Atigust 29.—President 
Ralston, of the Selby smelting works, 
announces that the reward of $25,000 which 
was offered for the arrest and conviction 
of the thief or thieves who stole over 
$300,000 worth of gold bullion on the night 
of August 5, will not be paid as such, 
though the detectives and others who 
were instrumental in recovering the treas- 
ure and sending the robber, John Win- 
ters, to jail, will be liberally compensated 
for their services. 

Winters was under arrest when the 
reward offer was made, and President 
Ralston says his conviction was expected. 
The company, however, thought he had 
accomplices and feared also that the gold 
had been taken out of the country, and 
for these reasons the offer of the big 
reward was made. It is stated that 
several of the officers who worked onthe 
case have been settled with, but the 
amount paid them is not known.

Russia Is Mobilizing Army 
and Navy on Confines 
of Roumania. 
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AUSTRIAN GOVERNMENTS

Status Quo in Balkans Must Be Pre- 
served jor Anstria Will Re- 
sume Her ‘Liberty of 
Action—Rgsrian In- 
trigues Feared.

London, August We he Roumanian pre- 
mier, M. Sturdza, récently visited Vien- 
na, where he had a Ong conference with 
Count Goluchowski, ithe Austro-Hunga- 
rian minister of for€ign affairs; on the 
situation in the Balkans. He also con- 
ferred with General Von Beck, chief of 
the Austro-Hungarian general staff. 

Immediately after this visit articles ap- 
peared in the semi-official Hungarian pa- 
pers—articles believed in some quarters 
to be inspired by Count Goluchowski— 
warmly protesting against Russia's in- 
trigues in the Balkans. These protests 
were based on rumors that Russia was 
massing troops on the Roumanian fron- 
tier and sending torpedo boats into the 
Killa, an arm of the Danube, and they 
plainly warned Russia that unless 
faithfully adheres to the Austro-Russian 
agreement of 1897 to preserve the status 
quo in the Balkans, Austria ‘‘will resuine 
her liberty of action.” 

The idea underlying this warning ap- 
pears to be that Russia, having uttained 
her objects in eastern Asia, is now ready 
to pursue similar arrangements in the 
Balkans. 

One Berlin paper has gone so far as to 
describe the agreement of 1897 as ‘“‘an 
irstrument to keep Austria quiet while 
Rissia is engaged in Manchuria.”

RUSSIANS ARE FACING FAMINE 


Government Is Taking Measures To 
Relieve Those in Distress. 

St. Petersburg. August 29.—The day on 
which the first fruits of the harvest were 
blessed in the churches, which was cele- 
breted throuchout Russia this week, must 
have been a day of mourning in many 
of the provinces. 

Even vegetables, including potatoes, 
have been largely burned up by the 
scorching heat in some districts. The 


| #pproaching winter*dill be one of the 


gloomiest Russia has ever’ seen. 

The government already has beeun 
preparations for the feeding of the popu- 
lation in districts where starvation is 
threatening. By the law adopted some 
time ago the Zemstvos, or district as- 
semblies, are relieved from all réspon- 
sibility in the matter, the famine relief 
funds being now turned over to the cen- 
tral government. Agents of the minis- 
ters of the interior are engaged in buy- 
ing up grain, though the Russian press is 
forbidden to mention the matter. The 
precise object of this prohibition is diffi- 
cult to divine. It cannot be possible that 
the government thinks the erain specula- 
tors can be taken unawares. 

The latest trustworthy reports show the 
crop condition up to August 1. Excessive 
heat and aridity prevailed during the pre- 
ceding six weeks. This cut off the devel- 
opment of the grain and unduly hasten- 
ed maturity. Sufficient rainfall was ob- 
served only on the western and Baltic 
provinces. The winter grains naturally 
suffered comparatively little and the har- 
vest of winter grain will be good in the 
provinces of Kieff, Pedolia, Besrabia ans! 
Icherson, in some portions of the black 
earth district, provinces of Chernigoff, 
Pollatav, Volhynia, Hoursk, in the prov- 
ince of Hinsk, Grodno, Kobno, Vitebsk 
and Smolcnsk, in portions of the Baltic 
territory, in Finland and in a portion of 
ithe «entral region. In the remaining 
portions of the empire, the winter grains 
will shade off far below medium to very 
bad, 

The harvest of spring grains will be 
“‘satisfactory”’ in the southwest, and por- 
tiors of the northwest. It is bad through- 
out the immense soutnwestern territory 
between Dnieper and the Ural. 


SULTAN DOOMS ABSENT MAN. 


Although in Paris Dorys Has Been 
Tried and Condemned. 

Paris, August 29.—M. Georges Dorys, 
son of the late prince of Samos, a former 
minister of the sultan of Turkey and for- 
merly governor of Crete, has been con- 
demned to death by the sultan’s courts at 
the direction of Abdul Hamid II. 

This action was taken in Constantino- 
ple because of the publication of M. 
Dory's book, “‘The Private Life of the 
Sultan.’”” The book so angered Turkey's 
ruler that he exerted his influence in 
diplomatic channels to have it suppressed 
in all European countries. His efforts 
succeeded in Sweden, but the popular out- 
cry against such action in Paris was so 
strong that the government declined to 
exert itself. 

Mr. Dorys secretly left Constantinople 
some time ago and is now residing in 
Paris, where he has _ identified himself 
with the young Turks’ party.

Where Court Will Meet. 


The court of inquiry, which, it is hoped, 
will settle for all time the controversy 
as to who was the real hero of the 
battle of Santiago, when it convenes on 
September 12 next, will hold its sessions 
on the second floor of the gunners’ work- 
shop at the Washington navy vard, in 
probabiv one of the largest rooms ever 
used for a purpose of this kind. At first 
i‘ was contemplated that the sessions 
should take nlace In the navy department 
in the large reception room adjoining 
Secretary Long’s office, but it was found 
that there is no room close at hand into 
which the court could retire for execu- 
tive sessions and at the same time, owing 
to the Hmited space, the general public 
would not only have no opportunity of 
witnessing the sessions. but representa- 
tives of newspapers might also be forced 
to be absent for the same reason. 

After an examination of what facilities 
the department had for such a meeting. 
it was at last decided that the meeting 
place of the court should be in the gun- 
ners’ workshop at the navy vard in Wash- 
ington, now almost completed. This tnuild- 
ing, authorized by act of congress of June 
7, 1900, appropriating $80,800 for the erec- 
tion of a building at the Washington 
navy yard to be used as a gunners’ work- 
shop, where the mechanism employed on 
large ordnance is to be manufactured, is 
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made of brick. being 296 feet long, 40 
feet high and 60 feet wide, containing

York, The Assoctated 
as received the following dispatch, 
bogota, August 24, from a Colom- 
bilan official of high rank: 

“General Pedro D. Ospino. acting min- 
ister of war, who has prepared an ex- 
cellent and extensive plan of campaign, 
confirms the reports that within the last 
fifteen days he has destroyed nearly all of 
the Colombian guerrillas. 

“The government of Colombia has 
maintained neutrality regarding Ecuador 
and Venezuela. notwithstanding the fact 
that the governments of the said coun- 
tries have upheld and effectively aided 
the rebels of Colombia, thus prolonging 
the revolution in this country. 

“Recently the revolutionary chiefs of 
Colombia have met on the frontier of 
Venezuela to organize new invasions of 
Colombia, using the munitions of war 
accumulated bv the government of Vene- 
zuela on her frontiers. 

“A party of Venezuelans surrounded 
near Cucuta are about to return to their 
country. They are commanded by Pangel 
Garbiras. 

“The position taken by the government 
of Colombia is one of peace and neu- 
trality. These are fundamental canons 
in her foreign policy. The frontiers of 
Colombia are sufficiently defended. Co- 
lombia feels certain that she can matin- 
tain hey rights and repel whatever for- 
eign invasion may offer.”’ 


Peace Is Hoped For. 


Washington. August 29.—Mail informa- 
tion received at the Colombian legation 
here continues encour*’~ing according to 
the officials there and encourages them 
to hope that peaceful conditiors will ob- 
tain. 

A letter bearing date of Quito, Ecuador, 
August 7, sa-s there is a veneral feeling 
in that country against any disruption 
of the friendly relations with Colombia 
and that strict neutrality will be observed 
between the latter country and Vene- 
zuela. 

Information received at the legation by 
way of Port of Spain, Trinidad, ts to the 
effect that Dr. Garbiras, the Venezuelan 
revolutionist, who was reported defeated 
by the forces of that government, con- 
tinues in arms against the authorities 
and is a source of considerable trouble to 
the officials of Venezuela. 

Rebels Active Near Colon. 

Kingston, Jamaica, August 2.—The 
British steamer Costa Rican, which has 
arrived here from Colon, Colombia, 
brought advices of continued rebel ac- 
tivity in the vicinity of Colon and Pana- 
ma. The government has been making 
renewed efforts to dislodge the rebels 
from a strong position. The rebels, in 
force, were attacking Buena Ventura on 
the bav of Choco Monday, and a large 
government force fiad been dispatched 
there from Panama. The censorship in 
Colombia is most stringent.

New York Financier Offers $2,000,- 
000 To Secure Control. 

New York, August 29.—Charles W. 
Morse, director in the Garfield national 
bank, and the bank of New Amsterdam, 
has made a proposition to the board of 
directors of the Telephone, Telegraph 
and Cable Company of America to pur- 
chase that corporation outright for $2,900,- 
000 in cash. This is the only formidable 
rival of the Bell Telephone Company. 
Confidential circulars announcing the of- 
fer made by Mr. Morse were mailed to 
the stockholders of the company today, 
in which the board of directors recom- 
mended the acceptance of the offer, in 
view of the fact that ‘‘a large number of 
stockholders are not willing to advance 
additional funds.”” Mr. Morse representa 
himself only in the proposition. 

This company was incorporated with a 
capital of $30,000,000 under the laws of 
New Jersey, on November 9, 1899, when 
the papers of incorporation were filed at 
Trenton, N. J. 

The incorporators were William J. 
Latta. of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company; Martin Maloney, of Philadel- 
phia, Pa., and James E. Hayes, of Cam- 
den, N. J., who was known as the legal 
representative of the Whitney-Widener- 
Elkins syndicate. The company was the 
outgrowth of the continental company. 
At the present time the company, at an 
expenditure of $9,000,000, has arranged for 
the building of trunk lines between this 
city and Boston, which will probably be 
ready for use at the end of a year or 
two. Since the offer oi Mr. Morse, which 
was made about ten days ago, the boards 
of directors of the various subsidiary 
companies of the Telephone, Telegraph 
and Cable Company of American have 
heid meetings and approved of his propo- 
sition, until a day or two ago the direc- 
tors of the present organization met, with 
the result that the circular of today fol- 
lowed.

WIRED HIS RESIGNATION 


it Is Said Governor Candler De- 
manded This Action Be Taken 
by Today or Removal 
from Office Would 
Follow. 


Rome, Ga., August 29.—(Special.)—V. T. 
Sanford, tax collector of Floyd county, 
wired his resignation to Governor Candler 
tonight at 7 o'clock, to take effect at once. 

The resignation.does not state any rea- 
sons for his retirement from office. Mr. 
Sanford declined to make any statement 
to the press. 

Mr. Sanford has held his office since 
1896 and has been prominent in local and 
state politics. The grand jury last month 
found two true bills against him for em- 
begzlement, charging a shortage of $35,000 
due the state and county. Mr. Sanford 
quickly made bond for his appearance 
before the superior court. The United 
States Fidelity and Guaranty Company of 
Maryland was on his bond, and made 
good the shortage to the state and 
county, 

The ordinary will probably appoint some 
one temporarily until an election can be 
held sixty days from the present time. 
There will probably be a number of can- 
didates. 

Mr. Sanford took exceptions to an arti- 
cle appearing in The Times, a weekly pa- 
per published here, and told the editor, 
Walter Harper, that he would do him 
serious bodily harm if he did not desist 
in publishing him in an unfavorable light, 
The Times did not appear today in an 
extra edition as was expected. 


Sanford’s Second Resignation. 

This is the second time Tax Collector 
Sanford has tendered his resignation to 
the governor. It will be remembered a 
little more than two months ago he sent 
in his resignation and for some time in- 
sisted on its acceptance. A committee of 
citizens from Floyd, headed by the mayor 
of Rome, went to Atlanta and called on 
the governor for the purpose of urging 
him not to accept the resignation. The 
governor agreed to hold it up for a few 
days at their request, it being their pur- 
pose to persuade him to withdraw it. 

Under this persuasion Mr. Sanford final- 
ly withdrew his resignation, and matters 
went along smoothly until the grand jury 
committee discovered the shortage in nis 
books. Then indictments followed, and 
he was placed under bond. His shortage 
to the state and county was found to be 
somewhere in the neighborhood of $35,900, 
a little less than half this amount being 
due the state. 

The matter has been rocking along, ef- 
forts being made to straighten out the 
tangle. Recently an effort was made to 
have Tax Collector Sanford retained in 
office, and it is said the governor has 
been appealed to by friends of Sanford as 
well as his attorneys, to this end. It is 
understood, however, that the governor 
demanded Sanford’s resignation by today 
and in the event it were not forthcoming, 
said he would remove him from office. 

Sanford then forwarded his resignation 
to the governor, thus anticipating any 
plan to remove him from the tax col- 
lector’s office. Mr. Sanford was in con- 
sultation with his attorneys and friends 
all day. and as a result reached this de- 
cision late in the afternoon. 

Mr. Sanford was generally advised to 
take the course. He would have nothing 
to say as to his future course when seen 
by a Constitution representative. 

This will necessitate an election and al- 
ready the pot is beginning to boil. W. 
A. Wright, John M. Vandiver, J. PD.

He proceed- 
ed under act of the legislature creating 
the county ‘site some fifty years ego, 
claiming that Abbeville was selected only 
as @ temporary place for the county site 
and it had never been permanently 1o- 
cated here and that the commissioners 
could, under that act, locate the county 
site. They proceeded under this act to 
select Rochelle as a permanent county 
site and published this onder. 

Citizens here brought an injunction te- 
fore Judge Roberts asking fur a restrain- 
ing order against the commissioners to 
prevent them from interfering with or 
changing the county site in any way. 
Their attorneys also attacked the consti- 
tutionality of the law under which they 
were proceeding, claiming that the con- 
stitution of 1877 provided the manner of 
removing or changing unty sites.

BACKS ARE TURNED 
ON THE SPEAKER 


Ladies Cut Summers at the Constitu- 
tienal Convention. 


MADE DEFENSE OF NEGROES 


—— 


Said the New Constitution Proposed 
To Disfranchise the Husbands 
of Some of the Fairest 
Women in Virginia. 
Convention News. 


Richmond, Va., August 29.—(Special.)— 
The remarkable spectacle of a number of 
ladies turning their backs on a public 
speaker addressing his remarks directly 
to them was witnessed in the constitu- 
tlonal convention today. The incident 
caused quite a sensation ahd is the talk of 
the clubs and hotel lobbies tonight. 

The speaker was Colonel John C. Sum- 
mers, the republican member from Wash- 
ington county and the most unique char- 
acter in the body. Colonel Summers was 
speaking in favor of the submission of 
the new constitution to the entire present 
electorate of the state and was very 
harsh and bitter in his denunciation of 
democratic methods in Virgin‘a and of 
the efforts being made in the framing of 
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COLONEL JOHN C. .SUMMERS, 
of Abingdon, Va. 
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the new constitution to disfranchise the 
negro. He followed A. L. Pedigo, another 
republican, who expressed pride in hav- 
ing helped to enfranchise the negro and 
who declared the day he voted for Lin- 
coln was the proudest in his life. 

Following in the same strain Colonel 
Summers expressed his love for the ne- 
gro and aroused the negroes in the west 
gallery, to whom he addressed himse .f 
directly, to a high pitch of enthusiasm. 

Turning to the east, or white gallery 
in which there were many ladies, who 
sat with hands uplifted, he declared that 
the convention, holding itself to be sov- 
ereign, proposed to disfranchise the hus- 
bands of some of the fairest women in 
Virginia. 

A number of the ladies turned ther 
backs to the speaker and ere Colonel 
Summers concluded the sentence, Mr. 
Willis, a democrat, with face white with 
anger, called him down for addressing 
the galleries instead of the convention. 
Colonel Summers will conclude his speech 
tomorrow. 

The debate on the preamble and bill of 
rights was continued in the constitutional 
convention today. The hall was packed 
with visitors. The galleries were filled 
and there were few vacant seats on the 
floor. Ninety-four members arrived to- 
day and answered to their names. 

Mr. Harter, of Hanover, presented a 
minority report from the committee on 
the legislative department, stating that 
the minority was unable to concur in the 
recommendation prohibiting the passage 
of any law ‘‘whereby private property 
shall be taken or damaged for public 
uses without just compensation.’’ The re- 
port says the present provision on this 
subject is ample. 

Mr. Ingram, of Manchester, presented 
a memorial from the bar of that city in 
favor of eight year terms for clerks of 
courts. 

Mr. Richmond, of Scott, was the first 
speaker, and he made a hit. He was 
often interrupted by prolonged applause 
as he pleaded that the question of sub- 
mission be deferred until the work of the 
convention was completed. He said if 
his people were not materially dis- 
franchised he would Vote for abridged 
electorate, otherwise he should have to 
vote to submit to the present electorate. 

Mr. Pedigo, republican, of Henry, fol- 
lowed Mr. Richmond in favor of submit- 
ting the constitution to the present elec- 
tors. He assailed the democratic party 
and said the last fair election held in the 
state was when the Underwood constitu- 
tion was ratified.

TEXTILE WORKERS TO COMBINE 


Secretary Green Says Membership 
Will Reach 70,000. 


Columbus, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)— 
Prince W. Green, secretary-treasurer of 
the International Union of Textile Work- 
ers of America, is home from New York. 
where he attended a conference a few 
days ago of representatives of all the tex- 
tile labor organizations, at which it was 
decided to merge all textile labor unions 
into one general organization. 

There are now seven separate organi- 
zations of textile workers, of which the 
International Union of Textile Workers 
of America is the most prominent and 
has the largest membership. Of these 
unions only two, the International and 
the Mule Spinners’ Union, are now mem- 
bers of the American Federation of La- 
bor. Representatives of the various 
unions meet in New York November 18 
and on the 19th the several unions will 
combine into one. 

When asked what the membership of 
the combined organization would be, Mr. 
Green said: 

“It will probably have about 70,000 
members when the rolls have been care- 
fully revised. It is claimed that these 
unions have a combined strength of over 
100,000, but when the weeding out process 
has been gone through with and the ac- 


f tual count is made it will be found that 


70,000 will represent the real membership. 

“This union, which will embrace all 
classes of organized textile workers, will 
have a charter from the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. The International 
Union of Textile Workers of America will 
contribute perhaps two-thirds to the 
membership of the new union, as this or- 
der has a much larger membership than 
any of the others which will enter the or- 
ganization.”’

STILL IN FORCE 


Neither Side Shews Any Signs of 
Weakening 


EACH SANGUINE OF WINNING 


President Whaley, of Columbia, Is- 
sues Statement Declaring No 
Serious Inconvenience Has 
Been Caused to the 
Mills.

Columbia, 8S. C., August 29.—The strike 
of the Textile Union continues. Today 
showed no signs of weakening on either 
side. The mill officials and their opera- 
tives each predict defeat for the other. 
Estimates of the number of operatives 
out of the mills are conflicting. 

The union held a meeting tonight at 
which addresses were made by the pres- 
ident of the South Carolina Hederation of 
Labor, the vice president of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists and oth- 
ers. There were betwten five and six 
hundred operatives present and applause 
was frequent. 

A parade of the strikers has been or- 
dered for tomorrow morning, when they 
will march through the village and it Is 
possible some idea can be gained of their 
strength. 

The following statement for himself 
and his board of directors was presented 


to The Charleston News and Courier to-. 


night by President W. B. Smith Whaley, 
of the cotton mills in Columbia. 

““Coiumbia, S. C,, August 29.—The press 
dispatches from the city of yesterday 
anent the strike declared by the textile 
union No. 211 against the cotton mills of 
this city is misleading in every particu- 
lar and wholly untrue in many particu- 
lars, and is very injurious to the interest 
of this community. 

“The Richland, Granby, Olympia and 
Capital City cotton mills of this city are 
running today, the latter to its full ca- 
pagity and the three former to at least 
three-fourths of their capacity. 

“The so-called ‘strike’ ordered by the 
textile union against the above mention- 
ed mills could operate against no one in 
the mills, for all the union men who had 
declined to conform to the rules of the 
mills were discharged on Monday last. 
The mills are not seeking their return 
and, on the contrary, have given notice 
to the leading agitators among the union 
men to vacate the buildings occupied by 
them. 

“The places made vacant either by the 
action of the mill authorities or by those 
who may have voluntarily left the mills 
are being rapidly filled by others. The 
mill authorities have no compromise to 
make with the representatives of the 
textile union and are determined to take 
back none who are in sympathy with 
them. The vacant places are being rapid- 
ly filled by other operatives and the mills 
have not been interfered with to any se- 
rious extent by reason of the action of 
the so-called textile union.”

San Francisco, August 29.—Congress- 
man Hull, of lowa, cnairman of the 
house committee on mu: -tary affairs, who 
has arrived here on the transport Han- 
cock from a five months’ tour of Cuina, 
Japan and the Philippines, is deeply im- 
pressed with the possibilities of the new 
American possessions inthe Oriént. He 
says: 

“If | were a young man I don't know 
where 1 should rather go than to the 
Philippines. For a man of brains and 
industry the islands open a vast prospéct 
in almost every line of business for one 
who has the grit to g° there and stick 
to it. 

“The mineral, agricultural and timber 
resources of these islands constitute a 
field for commercial enterprise that is 
practically unlimited. Of course, the 
present conditions of brigandage make 
it exceedingly unsafe for people to settle 
in the islands away from the protection 
of the miltary post. But the people, or 
the great majority, desire peace and 
safety, and are doing all they can to help 
the troops attain this end. 

“Of course, it is impossible to make an 
Anglo-Saxon out of an Oriental. There- 
fore the Filipino probably never will be 
an American citizen in the broad sense 
that it is understood by all that term 
conveys to the man born in the United 
States of white parents. But as soon as 
he gets a sufficient education and be- 
comes a little more impregnated with 
our ideas and loses some of the ideas ac- 
quired by three hundred years’ associa- 
tion with the Spaniard, the Filipino will 
be a citizen in spirit, patriotism, indus- 
try ana education, and will be worthy of 
participating to the fullest extent in al) 
the benefits of this government. 

“Of course we shall have to govern 
them with firmness as well as with kind- 
ness. I think 40,000 soldiers should be

Constables, by Mistake, Seek Blind 
Tiger in St. George Society. 
Charleston, 8. C., August 29.—(Special.) 
A storm of indignation has been raised 
here on account of an attempt made by 
dispensary constables to raid the private 
lockers of the St. George Society, found- 

ed in 1773. 

The society has a limited member- 
ship, composed of the best known men of 
Charleston. The rooms are in the cham- 
ber of commerce building and there are 
lockers in which the society’s effects are 
kept. 

A warrant was issued by a magistrate 
to raid a blind tiger which is on the 
ground floor of the building and the con- 
stables believed they had authority to 
search the entire establishment. When 
they tried to open the lockers Major 
George B. Edwards, a bank president, 
who was present, protested and explain- 
ed the nature of the socifety. 

‘We thought it was one of them social 
and literary clubs formed by blind tigers 
and gamblers,”’ said the constable in 
charge, but he desisted when he learned 
the facts. 

Members of the St. George Society are 
indignant and it is probable that a com- 
plaint will be sent to Governor McSwee- 
ney. 


PERMANENT BODY IS FORMED. 


Organized by Missionary Catholic 
Priests at Convention. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 29.—The 
national convention of missionary priests 
to non-Catholics, which has been in ses- 
sion at Winchester, Tenn., today or- 
ganized a permanent body to meet at the 
call of the executive committee. 

This convention marks the beginning 
of systematic missionary effort on the 
part of the Catholic church in this coun- 
try. Some of the brightest minds of the 
church attended this convention. 

Among the matters considered today 
Was a paper on “The Relation of Cath- 
olic Mission to a non-Catholic Mission,"’ 
by Rev. Peter H. McClean, of the diocese 
of Hartford, Conn. ‘“‘The Personal Work 
of the Missionary’’ was discussed by Rev.

TAX COLLECTOR 1S ‘SHORT! COAL MINERS ASK 


FOR WAGE SCALE 


Petition Was Presented Yesterday to 
the Joint Convention. 


COUNTER PROPOSITION MADE 


Urless Agreement Is Made py Satur- 
day Night It Is Asserted That 
2,000 Miners Will Lay 
Down Picks and Quit 
Work. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 29.—(Special.) 
The wage scale desired by the coal miners 
of Jellico, Coal Creek and Oliver Springs 
districts was presented to the joint con- 
vention this afternoon. 

Nine Jellico operators who are in the 
convention presented a counter proposi- 
tion, practically asking that the present 
scale be renewed for another year begin- 
ning September 1. A long debate is ex- 
pected, which may extend until Saturday. 
Although seven Coal Creek operators are 
said to have agreed to enter the confer- 
ence today, only two appeared and they 
attend only the morning session. 

The principal features of the miners’ 
proposed scale are: That nine hours shall 
constitute a working day; that 5 per cent 
increase in wages be paid over present 
scale; that pay days shall be on the 5th 
and 20th of each month; that a miner in 
quitting the company can, on five days’ 
notice, receive full pay for time worked 
since Jast pay day instead of waiting un- 
til next pay day. 

It is also stipulated that none but union 
labor be employed; that the companies 
shall pay extra for all cross cuts, air 
ways, etc.; that companies shall lay all 
mine tracks and that the _ scale shall 
govern ‘‘dirty coal.’’ It is demanded that 
arbitration, death and timber clauses of 
1900 shall prevail; that no part of work 
Shall stop during arbitration; that 2,000 
pounds shall constitute a mining ton, and 
that engineers and firemen shall have uni- 
form scale. There are thirty clauses in 
the scale, Others than these mentioned 
regulate coal veins, screening, etc. 

The seale provisions proposed by 
operators are as follows: 

“That we tender last ye@r’s seale and 
conditions subject to adjustment of local 
irregularities and to conform with the 
conditions as established at competitive 
mines in Jellico district. That the pres- 
ent parity between Coal Creek and Jellico 
shall be maintained in any scale made for 
Coal Creek and Jellico.’’ 

The two scales were referred to a foint 
committee to report tomorrow. 

Miners’ president, J. W. Howe, stated 
today that if a scale agreement {s not 
made for Coal Creek and Oliver Springs 
districts by Saturday. night, about two 
thousand union, coal miners therein will 
lay down their picks, not to return to 
work until a scale is reached. As 1o 
Jellico and Cincinnati Southern mines, 
he said no strike would be declared there, 
even though the scales are not perfected 
this week, as negotiations are now on in 
both districts. The coal situation is fast 
becoming more serious.

STATE COMMITTEE TO MEET. 


Chairman Lowe Will Seek Ratifica- 
tion of Constitution. 
Birmingham, Ala., August 29.—(Special,) 
Hon. Robert J. Lowe, chairman of the 
state democratic executive committee and 
member of the constitutional convention, 
gives out the statement that it is his in- 
tention to call a meeting of the state 
committee as soon as the convention has 
finished. 

The purpose of the meeting is to tke 
some action relative to the ratification of 
the instrument. 

When asked if he thought that ratif- 
cation of the constitution would be made 
a party measure and if he expected the 
committee to order organized work In its 
behalf, Mr. Lowe begged to be excused 
from expressing himself. As the head of 


opinion on this matter. He stated that 
he thought that the democratic caucus 
of the convention might meet as soon as 
the constitution was perfected and advise 
some action for the party. 

Mr. Lowe would not say whether he 
expected the committee to take final ac- 
tion or call a state convention of the par- 
tv for that purpose. It is the opinion of 
prominent party men here that if the com- 
mittee of itself seeks to make a ratifica- 
tion binding upon democrats it will ex- 
ceed its authority.

Birmingham, Ala., August 29.—(Special.) 
Hon William Vaughan, chairman of the 
republican state executive committee, Jezt 
for Montgomery this morning where, ac- 
cording to his statement, he goes to take 
a look at the constitutional convention 
and confer with the anti-democratic mem- 
bers of that body.

CONVENTION 1S ENLIVENED

Suspension Question Is 
Made a Live Issue. 


Sheriffs’ 


COMPROMISE OFFER REFUSED 


President Knox Says New Constitu- 
tion Cannot Be Made More a Party 
Issue Than It Is. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 29.—(Special.) 
The constitutional convention is engaged 
in the dullest possible work. It is listen- 
ing to the clerk read the constitution as 
reported by the harmony committee and 
ratifying the various little changes and 
amendments made by that committee. 

This dull business was enlivened this 
afternoon by the introduction for the 
last time of the sheriffs’ suspension 
question. The sheriffs had a meeting 
here yesterdav, only a few being present, 
and decided that they would be willing 
for the governor to have the power to 
suspend them if they could only be eligt- 
ble to succeed themselves. This was of- 
fered today as a compromise to the 
whole question, but the convention re- 
jected the compromise by a majority of 
9 votes. As the matter now stands, the 
governor cannot suspend them and they 
cannot hold two consecutive terms. 

The chief theme of political gossip 
seems now to be whether the state com- 
mittee can make ratification a party is- 
sue. Some conterd that it cannot, ut 
that a caucus of the convention car. It 
is su7vested that a democratic state con- 
vention be called as the only body with 
power to bind democrats. There is a 
large body of opinion against making it a 
party question. The course of events 
will be determined by the state commit- 
tee at a meeting that will be held in a 
day or two after adjournment of the 
convention. Everybody is in a waiting 
frame of mind. 

Knox on New Constitution. 


President John B. Knox, of the constl- 
tutional convention, who spent Tuesday 
in the city en route to Montgomery, where 
the convention reassembled yesterday. 
when asked this morning for an 
expression as to whether or not ratifica- 
tion of the new constitution should be 
made a democratic party measure, said: 

“I do not see how it could be made 
more of a party question than it already 
is. lt was democratic sentiment that 
brought the convention and the party 
met and put out a platform in support 
of it. The party supported it at the elec- 
tion and sent the best men of the state 
as delegates. These men have given three 
months of their time to the work and if 
the new constitution is not ratified what 
are we to do about it? Must we call an- 
other convention and have another elec- 
tion? If we do, the same men no doubt, 
surely the same class of men, will be 
sent back, and would they make a differ- 
ent instrument at a second trial? 1 do not 
think so. So it seems to me the party is 
left no other recourse but to indorse it 
and work as a party for its ratification. 
I do not expect tnat there will be a 
state democratic convention called to ar- 
range for supporting the measure, my 
opinion being that the state democratic 
committee will call a meeting as soon as 
the convention adjourns and appoint a 
campaign committee to take up and con- 
duct the campaign for ratification. That 
would seem to be the proper procedure so 
far as I can see. I believe the people 
will ratify the new constitution. That 
seems to be a reasonable conclusion from 
the reports I have heard and the expres- 
sions which have been made to me. I 
think the convention will finish its work 
in a week or ten days and adjourn.” 


INSPECTOR HARKINS DIES. 


Mining Expert Succumbs to Com- 
plication of Diseases. 
Birmingham, Ala., August 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Hon. John Harkins, former memes 
ber of the legislature from this county 
and one of the best i.nown labor leaders 
in Alabama, died at St. Vincent's hospital 
early this morning from a complication 

of diseases. 

Mr. Harkins was recently appointed as- 
sistant state mine inspector. He was on 
a sick bed at the time of his appoint- 
ment and was never able to serve ac- 
tively.

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BLOODHOUNDS 
DAYING ON TRAIL 


But the Missouri Brute Manages 
To Elude Pursuers, 


THREE BLACKS: . TORTURED 


To Make Them Confess Whereabouts 
of Miss Henderson’s Murderer, 
but No Information Was 
Secured—Negroes Are 
Jailed. 


Kansas City, Mo., August 29.—‘‘Bosste”’ 
Francis, the murderer of Miss Mary Hen- 
derson, at Columbus, Mo., on Tuesday 
evening, has thus far eluded his pursuers 
and tonight the large posse that has been 
searching for him, partially disbanded, 
discouraged over the failure of their ef- 
forts after having been, as they supposed, 
at the point of capturing the negro. 
A pack of bloodhounds was obtained to- 
day from Manhattan, Kans., and taken to 
the Hyatt farm, the scene of the murder. 

They found the trail of Francis readily 
and followed it straight to the coal mine 
at Blackwater, owned by a negro, John 
Hardin, whose wife is an aunt of Fran- 
cis. The posse, composed of 200 men, felt 
sure that Francis was hidden in the mine 
shaft, but as he was known to have two 
pistols, none of the men ventured to go 
down. Finally A, W. Rice, owner of the 
bloodhounds, entered the mine, taking 
the dogs with him, but failed to find 
Francis after a thorough search, Late 
this afternoon Deputy Sheriff Temple, of 
Warrenburg, called a council of the posse 
and affer discussing the situation the 
men decided to disperse for the night, 
leaving a few of their number to guard 
important points. The search will be con- 
tinued tomorrow by a large number of 
men. Charles W. Hyatt, brother in law 
of the murdered woman, will ‘offer a .re- 
ward for the arrest or body of Francis, 
and this is expected to stimulate the ef- 
forts of the volunteers. 

Posses spent the night searching for 
the negro. Early today they came upon 
Emmet Davenport, Charles Briscoe, who 
lived near Columbus, and Bud Francis, a 
brother of the fugitive. All three were 
strung up to a tree jnxthe hope of making 
them talk. After Davenport had dan- 
gled at the end of a rope for a few mo- 
ments he motioned to be let down, and 
said: 

“Let me go and I will tell you where 
he is. He is in the coal bank over there 
and I will show you.” 

All three were let down and the posse 
started for the mine indicated, several 
miles away. The crowd worked until re- 
lieved at daybreak by hundreds of other 
armed men, who took up the hunt where 
the night shift had left off. 

The three prisoners were sent to War- 
renburg jail for safe keeping and blqod- 
hounds were secured from nearby towns. 

When it became known at Warrensburg 
that the negroes who were strung up 
last night had been placed in jail a mob 
began to gather. Trouble is feared. 


TO DIVIDE A GREAT SYSTEM. 


Two Divisions Are To Be Made of 
Santa Fe. 


Kansas City, Mo., August 29.—The Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe railway prop- 
er, that portion of the system extending 
from Chicago to Albuquerque, N. M., 
and Purcell, Ind. T., is to be divided in 
two divisions and operated under two 
general superintendents, J. E. Hurley, at 
present acting general superintendent of 
the Santa Fe-Pacific, Southern California 
and San Joaquin Valley railroads. the 
Santa .e lines west of Alburquerque, will 
be the new general superintendent. 

C. F. Ressigue, at present general su- 
perintendent of the entire Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe railway, will continue 
to maintain headquarters in Topeka, in 
charge of the eastern grand division. Mr. 
Hurley will be in charge of the western 
grand division, with headquarters at La 
Junta, Colo. The supervision of General 
Superintendent Ressigue will extend over 
the main line and branch lines east of 
Newton, Kas., and the main line south 
from Newton to Purcell, Ind. T. General 
Superintendent Hurley’s supervision will 
be over the main line and branch lines 
west of Newton, and over the Panhandle 
division, which now includes the Pecos 
Valley railroad. In deciding establish 
two grand divisions, the Sant& Fe man- 
agement is returning to the system that 
hyg was in effect several years prior to 
R96.

City, Mo., August 29.—Adju- 
General Dameron, !n a report to 
Dockery on the recent Pierce 
City race war, holds Sheriff Manlove, of 
Lawrence county, responsible for the 
lynching of the three innocent negroes. 
Adjutant Dameron, who was sent to 
Pierce City to investigate the affair, says 
in his report: 

‘Will Godley and Gene Carter had heen 
suspected, and the sheriff and his posse 
went out to arrest them. but for sume 
cause did not see fit to do so. Monday 
afterroon the excitement at Pierce City 
was intense, and threats of lynching cer- 
tain negroes thought to be tmplicated in 
the murder of Miss Wild were made cpen- 
ly. Under this excitement, the sheriff 
saw fit to leave for his home at Mount 
Vernon. It is generally believed in Pierce 
City that had Sheriff Manlove re:nained 
there during Monday when the cxcitement 
ran high and threats of Iynchiag¢ were 
openly made and asked the aid of the 
militia, the trouble and loss of life would 
have been averted.”

ALLEGED LYNCHERS ON TRIAL 


Strength and Fuller Now Face the 
Charges Made Against Them. 


VIGOROUS DEFENSE IS MADE 
o 
Many Leading Citizens of Wetumpka 
Testify to the Good Character 
of the Defendants. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 29.—A spe- 
cial to The. Advertiser from Wetumpka, 
Ala., says that the trial of John Strength 
and Martin Fuller, charged with the 
Iynching of Robert White July 2, which 
was called yesterday afternoon, Is still 
in progress. The defendants are making 
a vigorous effort to clear themselves. 

A number of leading citizens of the 
county were sworn and testified to the 
good character of the defendants. 

Mr. Fuller was put upon the stand and 
testified that he was at Thomas’ store, 
where Robert White was held in.custody 
the morning of the lynching. There was 
also quite a number of other men there. 
After the officers left with the negro to 
bring him to jail, the crowd at the store 
separated, some going in a different di- 
rection to look for Abe White, a brother 
of Robert, who, up to that time, was still 
at large. Fuller gays that he and Mr. 
Still. who is now in jail, came east in 
the direction of Wetumpka, and when 
they reached Tazenby's ford they saw a 
posse surrounding the hack which con- 
tained Bob White and the bailiffs. 

He testified that he recognized certain 
men in the crowd, naming those against 
whom indictments have been found, but 
who have left the country. He said that 
he did not tarry. but turned to the left. 
and. coming out in a settlement road, left 
for home. 

John Strength was also put on the 
stand and examined. He testified that 
he was not a party to the lynching. 


WRIGHT FEARED HIS VICTIMS. 


Swindled Shareholders Hold a Bois- 


terous Meeting in London. 

London, August 30—An exeited meeting 
of shareholders of the Leroy Mining Com- 
pany was held vesterday. Shouts were 
heard of “where is Whitaker Wright?” 
“On the telephone,”’ somebody shouted de- 
risively in reply. 

It was then announced that Mr. Wright 
had telephoned explaining that owing to 
resignations there were only two directors 
left, and advising the meeting to form a 
committee to appoint new ones. It then 
transpired that Mr. Wright, Lord Duf- 
ferin and Messrs. Ruegg and Mills had 
all resigned. The two remaining direc- 
tors, Messrs. Hill and Andrews, both re- 
fused to take the chalir. 

Shareholder Aaron was thereupon voted 
{io the chair and announced that he hada 
majority of 131, 438 proxies over those 
held by the Wright party, this proving 
how confidence had been shaken in Mr.

EIGHTY LIVES WERE IN PERIL. 


River Steamer Strikes Snag and Goes 
to the Bottom. 


St. Louis, August 29.—The steamer City 
of Clifton, owned by the St. Louis and 
Tennessee River Packet Company, sank 
last night at Seventy-Six landing, about 15 
miles above Grand Tower, Ill. The pas- 
sengers were removed in safety. The boat 
sprung a leak and went down in 9 feet of 
water, but will be raised. 

Returning passengers gay there were 
more than eighty travelers on board when 
the steamer struck a hidden snag in mid- 
stream. The accident threw the passen- 
gers into a panic and several women 
fainted.

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An Old Issue Rejuvenated.

Understanding full well the jocose 
tendency of The Telegraph, we ques- 
tion if it should be permitted to es- 
cape from a megamistake in any such 
effort to aivert its javelin against the 
shoulder of The Constitution. 

It will be remembered that The Tel- 
egraph, in discussing the probabuiity 
of a certain gentleman’s entrance into 
the gubernatorial race, found no occa- 
sion to defend him against the taint 
of a Gr. disease. Georgia English was 
sufficient for the requirements of the 
day. Neither was the occasion to 
imply that others in the race were af- 
flicted. Advancing into the senatorial 
arena, The Telegraph changes, and 
proceeds to defend its friend from the 
taint of megalomania. Why? There 
was no more occasion for such de- 
fense than in the other race, unless it 
be that the Georgia senators had be- 
come so afflicted while listening to 
the chaste eloquence of Mr. Beveridge 
and the sage wisdom of Mr. Hoar, 
both of whom are mega in their re- 
spective states. 

‘If The Telegraph’s candidate is not 
mega in regard to the senate, why is 
he differentiated for immunity? Why 
should The Telegraph, by implication, 
make so grave a charge in the ab- 
sence of the senior senator, who lives 
hard by? Why should a fellow towns- 
man be thus berated when on the high 
seas? Then there is our junior sen- 
ator, whom the people have decided 
to re-elect—is he, by implication, to 
be left under the cloud of megalo- 
mania? 

The Telegraph, having made an ex- 
ception, owes it to the people of Geor- 
gia to explain why the exceptions 
form the exception. This, we grant, 
is an awkward way of stating the 
case, but since The Telegraph’s cam- 
paign is based on one exception, it 
must be so followed by others. 

Who the senatorial megalo- 
maniac? 

We have the word of The Telegraph 
that Mr. Turner, when viewed from 
a senatorial posture, is not, 

Mr. Bacon? 

Mr. Clay? 

Will not The Telegraph be kind 
enough to embrace them within its 
exception, or are they excluded to the 
affirmative side? 


Writers as Word Coiners. 

Living languages like plants and 
animals conform to certain fixed and 
definite laws of growth. With the 
march of human progress the neces- 
sity constantly arises for coining new 
words in order to give appropriate 
expression to new ideas, and even old 
words in the course of time undergo 
marked variations of meaning. 

This condition of affairs will proba- 
bly continue as long as there is any 
vitality in human thought. Words 
are simply the exponents of ideas, 
and so long as ideas assume new 
forms and combinations we may ex- 
pect our vocabularies to grow. Per- 
haps the English language is increas- 
ing in volume more rapidly than any 
other language and frequently this 
fact is emphasized in terms of protest 
and complaint; but when we remem- 
ber that the bulk of the world’s think- 
ing is done by the Anglo-Saxon fam- 
ily of nations, we can understand why 
it is that our language is growing and 
we can also appreciate the distinction 
which it gives us. 

Most of the words which have crept 
into our language of late years have 
been coined for the purpose of giving 
names to such practical inventions 
and discoveries as have followed in 
the wake of modern science. Such 
words as telegraphy, appendicitis, 
stenography and others come under 
this head. They are what we may 
call necessary words, as distinguished 
from words which are coined merely 
for the sake of ornamentation 3 to 
an- 
guage. For the former we are indebt- 
ed chiefly to scientific writers, while 
for the latter we are indebted mainly 
to essayists, poets and novelists. 

There are many distinguished writ- 
ers who have been content to use the 

language simply as they have

TWO STRONG VIEWS OF 
THE LYNCHING HABIT 


By The New York Herald—North. 

Following closely on the heels of re- 
ports.of severai similar outrages, the ac- 
count published in yesterday’s papers of 
the fiendish burning of a negro at the 
stake in Tennessee may well command 
national attention. It shows an alarming 
spreading of a form of a lawless savagery 
more barbarous and shameful to the com- 
munity than even lynching. 

The State, of Columbia, 8S. C., says that 
in the first three weeks of this month 
there were reported eight outbreaks of 
mob violence in southern states, with 
twelve people put to death. Of these five 
were lynchings and three “cremations, 
in which the victims were subjected ‘o 
the most cruel and inhuman punishment.” 
Our southern contemporary adds that 
there is no that these 
horrible have had any 
deterrent effect on the crimes 
fer which they were inflicted. “On 
the contrary,” it says, “there {s reason 
to believe that if lynching has any ef- 
fect at all it is to promote these crimes. 
The events of the last three weeks sup- 
port the latter rather than the former 
theory.”’ 

This signal increase in the number and 
Savage cruelty of these shocking specta- 
cles cannot be viewed without the grav- 
est concern by the people of the entire 
country. It is worse than a blot on our 
boasted civilization. It is a detriment to 
society and a danger to government. It 
is the sway of the mob against the rule of 
the people. It is the highway to lawless- 
ness and anarchy. It is a menace to life, 
property and business, as well as law 
and order. 

We do not underestimate the provoca- 
tion to take summary. vengeance on the 
brute that is thus punished. But he miy 
be safely left to that criminal justice 
which, in his case at least, is sure to be 
swift and terrible. It is for its demoral- 
izing and dangerous effects on the com- 
munity that this species of lawless vio- 
lence is to be deplored and prevented, 
With what ¢onsistency can we as a peo- 
Ple denounce the so-called Armenian 
atrocities, the barbarities of the Chinese 
boxers or the hellish tortures of the Span- 
ish inquisition, while within our own bor- 
ders are committed horrors at which 
even savages might shudder? How can 
we boast of our constitutional prohibition 
of cruel and unusual punishments while 
inflicting cruelties that shock humanity? 

To the south this is a matter of serious 
concern. Such lawlessness is more than a 
disgrace to the community where com- 
mitted. It is a business and commercial 
injury, as mob violence always is, wher- 
ever it breaks out or thereis danger of it. 
We do not forget that there is much out- 
spoken condemnation of lynching by 
southern men and papers. It is not less 
true that many public officers, from gov- 
ernor down to sheriff, courageously strive 
to prevent it. At the same time it is 
obvious that the practice would not »be 
possible in its present extent if it were 
not countenanced by many citizens and 
officials. For example, Sunday’s barbar- 
ous burning was witnessed by six thou- 
sand persons, and there is no indication 
that any attempt will be made to enforce 
the law against the perpetrators of the 
fiendish business. 

Many remedies for the evil have been 
Suggested, even radical interference by 
the federal government. But the primary 
and most effective remedy must be found 
in an aroused public sentiment which will 
not countenance either the commission of 
the crime or any laxity of the proper au- 
thorities to punish it. In common with 
the country, The Herald has hailed with 
keen satisfaction the marvellous prog- 
ress and prosperity of the south. If it 
will now stamp out lynching it will ren- 
der itself a signal service and give the 
nation*a new cause for congratulation. 
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By Bishop T. F. Gaylor—South.

The cruelty of the lynching last Sunday 
morning in this county of Franklin, where 
I have lived for nineteen years, is such an 
unspeakable disgrace to our people that I 
feel compelled to express my personal and 

official humiliation. 

The bare facts of the tragedy, as re- 
ported in the newspapers, read like an 
imaginary picture of the orgies of South 
sea Savages. A yegro brute, with vindica- 
tive passion, assaulted and murdered a 
respectable woman in her home. He de- 
served, and would have received, the ex- 
treme penalty of the law. But a mob of 
frantic citizens, scorning the law and the 
dictates of reason, in spite of the pro- 
tests of good men, unresisted, apparently, 
by the sheriff and other sworn officers, 
dragged the murderer to the scene of 
his crime, and in cold blood (for they had 
had many hours to think and had heard 
the petition of the father and the husband 
against unnecessary cruelty), with two 
thousand men, women and little children 
to witness and be degraded by it, they 
burnt the criminal to death and yelled at 
his torments. The grotesque horror of 
the spectacle was increased by the avidi- 
ty with which the multitude scrambled 
for pieces of the chain, the ropes, the 
wood, to preserve as relics, one man, in 
his insane brutality, “cutting out and 
Carrying away two of the dead negro's 
ribs for souvenirs.”’ 

The hideous folly is emphasized by the 
fact that the degenerate negro was in- 
sensible to any. feeling of remorse or 
shame, and that the mob alone suffered— 
suffered the moral turpitude of the trans- 
action and beclouded the name of a re- 
spectable white family with the sicken- 
ing details of a crime, the memory of 
which shall never be forgotten. 

Every man and woman in Tennesse is 
responsible to a greater or less degree, 
but still responsible, for this pubHe defi- 
ance of. the decencies of civilized life. 
Are we a Christian people? Are there 
any churches in Tennessee? Surely no 
Christian consented to such a mad ex- 
hibition of base passion. This is not 
satire, but an appeal to Christ, and to 
the men and women who believe in 
Christ, to every minister in this state, 
who preaches the gospel of the love of 
Christ, an appeal for the creation of a 
public opinion that shall recognize the 
folly, the inevitable ruin of lawlessness 
and the moral degradation of wanton 
cruelty. I have never been hysterical in 
my denunciation of lynching. On the con- 
trary, I have advocated immediate pun- 
ishment, without public trial, for certain 
crimes, to be provided for by law. I 
still think that there are rational and 
civilized remedies for the evils incident 
to the presence among us of a race uf 
people, the vast majority of whom are 
not only unfit for citizenship, but show 
a liability to savage degeneration that 
threatens the stability of our institutions. 
But the white people must themselves be 
protected from the madness of self-ruin. 
The increasing barbarity of the lynch- 
ing during the past twelve months seems 
to demand the united and deliberate coun- 
sel and action of all good citizens. Mass 
meetings in the various centers of pop- 
ulation and appeals to sober judgment by 
our public men may be not ineffective. 
Sermons on the subject by Christian min- 
isters in every town and county would 
exert a wholesome influence, Our dat!ly 
newspapers, without exception, realizing 
the disastrous effects, moral, social and 
commercial, of such crimes upon the de- 
velopment of our state, are emphatic in 
their denunciation. God be praised for 
this. 
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with new words. To this class of writ- 
ers belong such popular present-day 
favorites as Marion Crawford, Henry 
James, Amelia E. Barr, W. D. How- 
ells, Charles Dudley Warner, Donald 
Margaret E. Sangster, 
Kate Douglass Wiggins, Ella Wheeler 
Wilcox, Richard Henry Stoddard, 
General Lew Wallace and Theodore 
Roosevelt. They are known as pur- 
ists and while there is much to ad- 
mire in the tenacity with which they 
cling to the time-honored tra@itions 
of the language, it must be remem- 
bered that if this disposition had con- 
trolled the pens of all our authors in 
past years the language would have 
enjoyed comparatively little growth. 

On the other hand, there are scores 
of present-day writers who delight in 
coining words, and they are the legit- 
imate successors of quite an impor- 
tant school of writers. Mr. Leon 
Mead, in the current number of The 
Chautauguan describes the subject of 

rd-coining at some length and 
gives several new words which have 
recently been coined, together with 
the names of the authors. Captain 
A. T. Mahan is credited with ‘“event- 
less,”’ and also with having used for 
the first time the term “sea power.’ 
Dr. Henry Van Dyke is credited with 
“nolithetics,”’ as distinguished from 
politics, and also with “water-fally”’ 
and ‘“wild-flowery.’”’ Mrs. Gertrude 
Atherton is credited with “littlest,”’ 
“tnited Statesman” and “polaric.” 
Words credited to other writers are as 
follows: “Graftage,’”’ to Professor L. 
H. Bailey; ‘‘poethood,”’ to Joel Ben- 
ton; “unimpressioned,’”” to Robert 
Burns Wilson, and “congeneals,” to 
Edgar Fawcett. 

In like manner many other newly 
coined words might be cited, but we 
have already mentioned enough to set 
our readers thinking. Hundreds of 
the words coined by ambitious or im- 
patient authors are superfluous and 
redundant, but others have served the 
happy purpose of making the lan- 
guage richer and sweeter and they 
could not be dispensed with.

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How the People Were Saved. 


Through the operation of a com- 
missionership of building and loan 
associations the state of Connecticut 
has been saved from the ravages of 
the so-called national associations. 

Ten years ago, these companies, 
usurping the field held by legitimate 
local building and loan associations, 
began an extravagant campaign. A 
, plausible president, half a dozen well- 
known names for a directory that 
never met, and luxurious headquar- 
ters were the sole outfit of one of 
these associations. The country was 
covered by gentlemanly agents whose 
tongues were glib and unsuspecting 
people were lured into membership. 
Then began the outflow of money 
from every neighborhood, the gradual 
retirement of the original promoters, 


the flight of those that remained, and

litigation in which lawyers divided 
all that was left. 

This outcome was prophesied by 
those who had knowledge of loan and 
building affairs, but the nationals 
were so “‘respectable’’ and so well en- 
trenched with those who posed as 
financiers that it was useless to pro- 
test. Now that the whole system has 
exploded, none can be found to com- 
mend it. The people of Connecticut 
took sensible action in the establish- 
ment of a commissionership, through 
which examination disclosed that the 
condition of most of them was unsat- 
isfactory. Several of them were offi- 
clally driv@n out of the state, and 
some of them voluntarily withdrew, 
so that the business of fleecing the 
people was effectually checked. 
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What the People Want. 

From the figures sent out by the 
census bureau we may form some idea 
of the tastes of the people. 

Appetite seems to have a place, as 
there are 30,000 grist mills in the 
country. These mills grind for people 
at home and abroad. 

But thirst takes its. place ahead of 
appetite.

“That Senator Hanna, of Ohio, is re- 
garded as the most prominent man for 
the presidential nomination by the re- 
publican party in the union has been 
The Picayune’s opinion ever since the 
rise of the great trust interest in the 
politics as well as the business of the 
United States. The trust interests, which 
will be able to exercise a controlling in- 
finence in the republican party for some 
years to come, will want the executive 
business of the government in the hands 
of one who is either identified with them, 
or who is subservient to them. wir. Han- 
na is not only a member of some of the 
powerful combinations, but he may be as- 
sumed to be their chief political agent 
and partisan at the seat of government. 
He is a man of great energy and force, 
while at the same time he is by no means 
lacking in strategy. He is an active poli- 
tician, a senator of the United States and 
a leading citizen of the state of Ohio, of 
which he is among the republicans the 
political boss.”’ 

At the same time The Picayune re- 
eves the situation by declaring that— 

“Never was there a time when the 


democrats had a greater opportunity to 
win a magnificent victory. The Ameri- 
ean people of all classes are aroused and 
alarmed at the enormous arrogance and 
overbearing assumption of the great 
capitalistic combinations. Every man 
who is not a millionaire sees that he is 
being crowded down into a state of sub- 
ordination and humiliation. The posses- 
sion of a fair fortune does not protect its 
owner from being driven out of business, 
while the workingman sees slavery be- 
fore him.”’ 


Looking Backward for a Lesson. 

The Times-Democrat, noting that Gov- 
ernor Adelbert Ames, the last republican 
governor of Mississippi has turned over to 
the historical society his papers and docu- 
ments while the chief executive says: 

For himself, Governor Ames, republican 
as he was and is, expresses his conviction, 
born of thorough experience, that it is im- 
Possible for two races as far apert as the 
Anglo-Saxon and the negro to remain on 
terms of polifical equality. Mr. Ames 
came to Mississippi with an entirely dif- 
ferent view. Educated in New England, 
he had been led to believe that the law 
could make a good citizen of the negro 
and raise him to political equality with 
the whites. He saw this idea thoroughly 
tested, and he himself took a prominent 
part in testing it, being elected governor 
on that issue; but he is now convinced 
that what the republican party attempted 
in the south is impossible. 

It is somewhat of a coincidence that the 
last republican governor of South Caro- 
lina, D. H. Chamberlain, also a New Eng- 
lander, who came to the south with the 
Same idea as Governor Ames, for the po- 
litical uplifting of the negro, in his book, 
only recently published, on the subject of 
his- administration reaches the same con- 
clusion—that the republican party made a 
great mistake with the negroes, and un- 
dertook what was destined to inevitable 
defeat when it attempted to place the ne- 
groes on terms of political equality with 
the whites. 

With men like Governors Ames and 
Chamberlain, who tested this matter so 
thoroughly, who took the lead in the ef- 
forts to make good citizens of the ne- 
groes and who incurred all the odium and 
risk that this undertaking entailed, mak- 
ing so open a confession of the failure 
of reconstruction and the entire policy of 
the republican party in regard to the re- 
groes, it is wonderfu} indeed to hear a 
few theorists, who have never been with- 
in 1,000 miles of the south, still advocate 
the doctrines of reconstruction and pro- 
pose to continue a policy which, those 
who tried it confess, completely collapsed 
a quarter of a century ago.

Dealers from neighboring 
cities come here to get their stock. In 
suca sales every head is guaranteed. 
Over 10,000 horses were sol. this way last 
vear from this stable alone.

lanta’s mule trade is the largest in the 
world. The St. Louls market keeps up 
steady all the year round. Kansas City 


| is fast growing a great distributing point 


for mules. It ranks now perhaps second 
to St. Louis. 

The fall impetus to the market here is 
due to the fact that the cotton crop has 
been made at that season, and money 
is plentiful. Also the need for stock for 
fall farming stimulates the demand. The 
Brady-Miller stables alone sold 38,000 
last year.

The peo- 
ple in that part of the union are no more 
tolerant of assaults on women by negroes 
than they are in this part, and they will 
be just as quick to resort to mob law 
When these assaults become more com- 
mon. A great many negroes are moving 
north, and in the course of a few years 
there will be very considerable negro pop- 
ulations in pretty nearly all of the north 
Atlantic states. As the negro population 
increases in those States crimes against 
white women, committed by negroes, will 
increase, because there will be more bad 
and worthless men among the negro pop- 
ulation. The northern people are begtin- 
ning to understand that if the Same prov- 
ocation existed in the north as in the 
south there would be many lynechings 
there. We are not defending lynchings 
nor condemning all negroes, We are 
simply pointing out that lynchings of ne- 
groes are likely to become quite common 
in all part of the country in the near fu- 
ture unless negroes cease to attack white 
women. It is admitted of course that the 
negroes who commit this erime are the 
most degraded of their race. but it is 
unfortunate that there are any of their 
kind, because they do an infinite amount 
of harm by bringing about ill-feeling be- 
tween the races.”’

Assuming that such was the case, if the 
money had not been spent in betterments 
there would have been enough to pay 
more than 2 per cent on the second in- 
comes. 

Doubtless the money spent on better- 
ments was wisely spent and will enable 
the road, all the sooner, to pay full divi- 
dends on the second incomes.

His veto 
message giving his reasons for not ap- 
proving the paper will be sent to council 
on Monday. 

The members of the Fourth Ward 
League, during the meeting last night, 
unanimously indorsed the candidacy of J. 
Frank Beck for council. Mr. Beck was 
a member of the league and 4 resolution, 
signed by all present, was adopted thank- 
ing him for his help in getting the For- 
rest avenue line and also for his work 
in behalf of the Boulevard extension. 

The members of the league pledged him 
their support and the resolution recom- 
mended him to the people as ‘“‘an ener- 
getic business man who was in favor of 
competition that would compete.”

Census Bulletin in Regard to North 
Carolina’s Population. 

Washington, August 29.—According to 
the bulletin issued toalay by the census 
bureay of North Carouiina’s total poprla- 
tion 1,893,810, there were 253,677 macs and 
955,133 females, the percentage heirg 4.6 
males to 50.4 females. In that state there 
were only 4,492 foreign-born people, or a 
percentage of only one-fifth of 1 per ent. 
There were, however, 630,27 colored peo- 
ple, of whom 624,469 were negroes. Of the 
remaining colored people 5,057 were In- 
dians and 51 Chinese.

Yellow Fever Commission Done with 
- the Brazilian Expert. 
. 


GERM IS FOUND IN BLOOD 


Position of United States Authorities 
Regarding the Mosquito Ex- 
periments Explained. 


Havana, August 2.—Major Havard., 
chief surgeon, says that as the yellow 
fever commission regards the ex peri- 
ments with the Caldas serum as demon- 
Strations of its uselessness, the commis- 


.Slon has definitely severed connection 


with the Brazilian expert, and will not 
Supervise any further experiments con- 
ducted by him. 

“Dr. Caldas has all along maintained 
that he had found the ye.ow fever germ 
in the intestines,” remarked Major Hav- 
ard today, “whereas all the experiments 
conducted here prove that the: germ of 
the disease is in the blood, people having 
been directly inoculated by blood in- 
fection from a person suffering with yel- 
low fever.’’ 

Major Gorgas, chief sanitafy officer, 
made the following statement: 

“Some confusion has arisen regarding 
the precise position of the sanitary de- 
partment in connection with the yellow 
fever experiments. In March of. this 
year the sanitary department established 
an inoculation station at Las Animas 
for the purpose of inoculating non- 
immunes—that is to say, giving them yel- 
low fever in order to make them im- 
mune. This was not and is not an ex- 
perimental station, its sole object being 
to effect immunization. 

“The sanitary department has nothing 
to do with the recent experiments con- 
ducted by the yellow fever commission, 
nor with those conducted by the officials 
sent by the war department to investi- 
gate the origin and propagation of yellow 
fever; although it did supply the Carroll 
commission with mosquitoes. 

“The sanitary department stands ready 
to immumize any one who desires to un- 
dergo the treatment after the risk has 
been fully exp.ained. It accepts the work 
of Surgeon Major Reed and his col- 
leagues of the army commission as final, 
and does not desire to make further ex- 
periments in this direction. Vo amount 
of evidence could make more positive 
the conclusion that yellow fever can be 
conveyed by the mosquito. The person 
who submits to mosquito infection, how- 
ever, stands a better chance of recovery 
than one who contracts the disease acci- 
dentally, as the former has care from the 
beginning.’’

Schwab Refuses To Arbitrate. 

Indianapolis, Ind., August 2.—Simon 
Burns, who arrived here today, announced 
that his plan for settling the stee] strike 
by arbitration has been rejected by Presi- 
dent Schwab, of the United States Steel 
Corporation. Burns says that another 
proposition would be submitted tomorrow 
to President Schwab. He explained that 
his first plan of arbitration, which was 
made public last night, was submitted to 
President Schwab on August 21, but that 
he received no reply to it until/ yesterday, 
when Mr. Schwab's secretary telegraph- 
ed him from New York that his chief 
would not consider the proposition. 

“I submitted my plan to Mr. Schwab 
merely as a suggestion,’’ said Mr. Burns. 
‘‘Anad if there is anything in it that is ob- 
jectionable to the trust officials, it can 
be modified. When I return to Pittsburg 
tomorrow I shall take the matter up again 
with Mr, Schwab in the hope of making 
some kind of an arrangement whereby 
the strike questions can be submitted to 
arbitration, I think a start toward a set-‘ 
tlement of the strike should be made 
somewhere at once, as it is hurting busi- 
ness,”’ 

Mr. Burns further expressed the belief 
that the entire matter as far as the steel 
corporation is comeerned, has been left 
in the hands of President Schwab, and 
that it will depend on him whether or 
not the strike shall be settled by arbitra- 
tion. 

Trust Claims To Be Winning. 

Pittsburg, Pa., August 29.—Officials of 
the mills of the United States Stee] Cor- 
poration closed by the strike of the Amal- 
gamated association stated today that 
they are receiving many applications from 
former employees for work. The an- 
nouncement that the company would start 
their mills non-union has, the officials 
believe, caused a weakening in the ranks 
of the strikers and many are seeking 
cover. The Amalgamated officials, how- 
ever, claim that their ranks are unbroken 
and strong as ever. One of the steel offi- 
cials said today that there was a general 
mistake being made regarding the time 
it would take to train inexperienced men 
and make them capable of operating mill 
machines. This has been believed to be 
the case so long that few have taken tho 
trouble to prove it otherwise. It is now 
determined, he said, to have new men 


chance to learn the skilled work and 
many of the men who held menial posi- 
tions in the union mills are to be taught 
skilled work with which they are in @ 
measure familiar through long association 
with the workings of the mills. It is con- 
fidently asserted that before many months 
pass it will be possible to produce many 
new men and plenty to man all the 
plants that are now idle and which union 
men have refused to take hold of. The 
strikers say it will take years to accom- 
plish this.

The strikers claim to have induced six 
non-unfon men to leave the Star mills 
today and to have shipped them back to

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POUND ALL OF THEM CRAZY 


Sane Persons Confined in the 
Indiana Asylums. 


INSANITY TRUST IS PROBED 


Officials Assert That Conspirators 
Were Careful Not To Commit 
Sane Persons. 


Indianapolis, Ind., August 29.—The state 
board of charities today filed a report 
with the governor on the investigation of 
the insane hospitals to ascertain if any 
sane persons are déprived of freedom. 
The report says no such persons are con- 
fined, and have not been within the last 


eighteen months, ‘‘unless it be in the case 
of John Ross, or Morz, or James Hay- 
wood, who probably recovered after he 
was found insane and before he was re- 
ceived at the hospital, a period of fifty- 
three days."’ The report says the com- 
missioners on the insanity inquests held 
in Marion county were careful not to 
commit sane persons, but the commis- 
sioners are condemned on the ground 
that they knew many persons were not 
insane. 


The report says somewhat sarcastically 
of the attorney general: 

“It may not be proper for us to sug- 
gest that the effort to connect the ‘in- 
Sanity .rust’ with the hospitals was very 
unfair to the institutions.” 

The board says the blame rests on the 
parties that conducted the inquests, and 
Suggests that it is the duty of the law 
to recover that part of the $15,000 in in- 
sanity fees wrongfully taken from the 
county treasury. The report says such a 
conspiracy as shown by the attorney 
general's report lays the members liable 
to severe prosecution. 

The board suggests an entirely new 
Sanity law be enacted by the next legis- 
lature, providing that all commitments 
be made by a circuit or supreme ceurt 
judge. 


Righted After Thirty Years. 

San Francisco Examiner: New York— 
Henry G. Shaw, of San Francisco, who 
was the first lieutenant colonel of the 
Fourth regiment, national guard, of New 
Jersey, and who resigned that office on 
April 25, 1871, walked into General 
Plume’'s offices in the Manufacturers’ 
bank, Newark, one day last week and de- 
manded an apology for a_ statement 
which he, as brigadier general cf the na- 
tional guard, indorsed on his resignation 
thirty years ago. Colonel Shaw and Gen 
eral Plume discussed the matter ana 
when Colonel Shaw left it was with an 
apology in his pocket. 

Lieutenant Colonel Shaw was one of 
the first advocates of the rifle range. The 
movement was vigorously opposed from 
many sources. Colonel Shaw tired of the 
opposition and resigned to form with 
George W. Wingate the National Rifle 
Association. His resignation was simpie 
in form. The indorsement of General 
Plume follows: 

‘“‘Headquarters First Brigade National 
zuard, Newark, N. J., May 8, 1871.—I can 
conceive of no greater benefit to this 
brigade than the prompt acceptance of 
this resignation. Accepted and respect- 
fully transmitted. 

“JOSEPH W. PLUME, 
“Brigadier General First Brigade New 

Jersey.”’ 

Colonel Shaw did not learn of the in- 
dorsement until fifteen years ago. This 
is the first time he has visited the east 
since he left for San -Francisco in the 
early ‘30s. General Plume’s apology is as 
follows: 

“Lieutenant Colonel Henry G. Shaw— 
Dear Sir: In compliance with your re- 
quest regarding my indorsement upon 
your resignation as lieutenant calesaal of 
the Fourth regiment, New Jersey nation- 
al guard, I desire to state that I have 
now no recollection or information of 
what prompted my indorgement at that 
time. It also gives me pleasure to state 
that I know of nothing which reflects 
upon your character as a soldier or gen- 
tleman.

Four Negroes Held. 


The new grand jury will be convened 
Monday morning for the fall term. The 
jury will be charged by Judge J. H. Lump- 
kin and the members will then repair to 
the office of Solicitor Hill, on the sec- 
ond floor of the old court house, and be- 
<in grinding out business for Judge Jchn 
8. Candler. 

Considerable interest is centered in the 
mew grand jury from the fact that the 
spring term grand jury referred to it the 
matter of investigating allegod ccrrupt 
methods in city affairs. It is not known 
just what action the jurors will take on 
the rec endation of the last jury. 

The spring term jury was engaged for 
several days in the pros»cution of an in- 
vestigation into city affairs, but no defi- 
nite results were attained. A sersational 
presentment, however, was returned, ac- 
companied by the recommendation to the 
new arand jury. A number of witnesses 
were before the jury and ‘f the investiza- 
Aion is again taken uj) these same wit- 
nesses will probably be summoned again. 

Much court business has accumulated 
during the summer and the sessions of 
the grand jury promise to pve tury. 

Solicitor Charley Hill and Assistunt So- 
licitor John Monaghan have been busily 
engaged in preparing cases for the jury 
end they have a large batch of papers 
Yready to be presenter!) Monday. There 
will be about seventy cases, ali felonies, 
for the consideration »f the jurors. 

Nine of the defendants are charged with 
murder, six of whom are confined in the 
Tower, the remairing three having never 
heen captured. All of the defendants 
are negroes with the exception of one— 
J. W. Johnson—who is charged with the 
murder of his brother in law, Robert 
Smith, near Piedmont park recently. 

Probably the most important case to 
be investigated is the murder of Patrol- 
man E. H. DeBray, which occurred last 
June in West End. Tom Hammond, Os- 
car Hammond, Ike Hammond and Jim 
Irwin, the four negroes arrested shortly 
after the commission of the crime, are 
held in the Tower charged with the mur- 
der, and their cases will likely be pre- 
sented to the grand jury Monday. T«m 
Hammond is held as principal and the 
others as accessories. 

There is a case against Henry Lyle, a 
white man, charging him with the murder 
of a negro woman, but he is still at large. 

Assistant Solicitor Monaghan has sub- 
penead a large number of witnesses for 
the session. During the preparation of 
the cases yesterday a number of prose- 
cutors were present in the office of the 
solicitor. ' 

Judge Candler will convene the crimiral 
superior court in October, but the exact 
date for the opening of the session has 
not yet been set.

LITTLE GLENN BYRD DEAD

‘Frightful Fall from Capitol Win- 
dow Proves Fatal. 


SAID A PRAYER BEFORE DYING 


awd Told His Father How Ac- 
ciden: Occurred. 


Glenn Byrd, the little son of Colonel 
Phill Byrd; died from his injuries at the 
Grady hospital yesterday morning short- 
ly after 5 o’clock. 

There were a few moments of con- 

sness before death came, and the 
boy murmured softly tne little prayer he 


knee. He spoke to his father once after 
the accident and told him exactly how he 
came to fall from the capitol window. He 
said he had tried to go from one room 
on the third floor to another by walking 
on the ledge under the windows. Just as 
he was about to climb back into the 
building his hold upon the window sill 
slipped and he fell to the window ledge 
of the second floor. 

The blow had been a frightful one, the 
child's head striking upon a piece of 
stone. The skull was fractured and he 
was picked up in an unconscious condi- 
tion. 

Little hopes were entertained from the 
first for his recovery, but when he had 
lived for two days it was thought he 
might possibly pull through. But early 
yesterday morning he began to sink and 
he died at the daylight hour with ais 
father and friends about him. 

Glenn was a bright boy for his age and 
had many warm friends among his 
schoolmates. Last year he was in the 
fifth grade at the Crew street school and 
was ready to enter the sixth grade this 
year if he had lived.

BRAMAN COT DROP 
ON HUMPHRIES 


Abe Humphries Had Big Pistol 
in a Dark Place

WAS AFTER THE POLICEMAN 


Officer Says He Got a Drop on His 
Man and Saved His Life—Hum- 
phries Had Grudge Against 
Branan — Denies the 
Charge 


With a pistol almost as big as a baby 
cannon, Abe Humphries, a saloon man, 
was waiting for Policeman Adolph 
Branan in a dark place, so the officer 
States, last night between 11 and 12 
o'clock, and the latter thinks there might 
have been a tragedy if he had not got 
the drop on his man. 

Although drinking, Humphries was able 
to give his version of the affair to a re- 
porter of The Constitution, and he states 
that he was not trying to waylay the 
officer, and had the gun because he al- 
Ways carries one, and a big one, stuck in 
his belt, a la Buffalo Bill. 

Policeman Branan had arrested Hum- 
phries the night before on the charge of 
having been in a drunken row, and the 
prisoner put up a cash bond and failed 
to appear in court. Councilman Kontz 
held court yesterday afternoon, and he 
declines to take any cash collateral for 
a prisoner, holding that under the city 
ordinances every person arrested must 
appear in court for trial. So he ordered 
Humphries rearrested. 

Was on the Lookout. 

Policeman Branan kept a sharp look- 
out for his man, and to this fact he says 
he probably owes his life. 

“I made a number of inquiries for 
Humphries,” says the officer, “and was 
finally rewarded with the information 
that he was not far from a certain street 
corner in the first ward. I went after the 
man and discovered him hiding in a 
dark place, with a big, loaded pistol by 
his side. But for the fact that I was 
looking for him, he might easily have 
shot me down. I got the drop on him, 
and if he had raised his hand he would 
have been a dead man. He saw that the 
game was in my hands, and he sur- 
rendered. I was af.erwards informed 
that Humphries had told several people 
that he would fix me tonight with his 
pistol. I have no doubt in the world 
that he was waiting to waylay and as- 
sassinate me.”’ 

Always Totes a Big Gun. 

Humphries at first said it was none of 
the reporter’s business, prefixing his 
statement with an oath, but he changed 
his mind and said he did not wait in any 
dark piace to shoot the officer. 

“I had that pistol,’’ he said, “as I al- 
ways do, sticking in my belt. Dolph 
Branan arrested me last night because 
another man rubbed a pistol in my face, 
and he did not arrest the other fellow. I 
put up my money for my bond. If any- 
body says I said I intended to kill the 
policeman he simply states a lie.’’ 

The pistol that Humphries had created 
a sensation among the officers at the 
barracks. It was one of the old-fashioned 
Colt six-shooters, and could carry a bul- 
let as big as a grapeshot a mile. 

Humphries, who is a retired whisky 
dealer, will be tried ior disorderly con- 
duct, contempt of court and for carry- 
ing a concealed weapon. His trial comes 
up in the recorder’s court this afternoon.

Railroad Commission To Have Up 
Interesting Features. 


SUIT OF GEORGIA NORTHERN 


Question of Application of Commis- 
sion’s Rules To Interstate Bus- 
iness Will Be Discussed. 


The railroad commission will hold to- 
Gay one of the most important meetings 
the body has had in some time. Al! of the 
commissioners, including Hon. J. Pope 
Brown, Judge Spencer R. Atkinson and 
Chairman T. C. Crenshaw, will be pres- 
ent, 

Perhaps the most important question 
which the commission wil} have to }2ees 
upon will be the matter of the application 
of the commission's rules to certain inter- 
State business. This case comes up on 
the complaint of George W. Brvoks, who 
was charged demurrage at Macon on a 
car of oats shipped from the west, with- 
out being given notice of its arrival, The 
commission requires that notice be given 
in all such cases. Attorney General Ter- 
rell has prepared an opinion on the sub- 
ject and this wil] be taken into considera- 
tion by the commission today. 

Another matter of importance is the 
case of the Georgia Northern ruilroad 
against the Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf, 
the latter having refused to receive 
freight from the former at Moultrie with- 
out prepayment of the charges. The com- 
mission some time ago ordered the Tif- 
ton, Thomasville and Gulf to accept 
freight from the Georgia Northern on the 
Same terms as those on which it re- 
ceives it from the Plant system. It is said 
the Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf has re- 
fused to comply with the order and the 
commission will now proceed to find out 
why its order has not been obeyed. 

The commission will also consider the 
question of certain Western Union tele- 
graph offices on the Seaboard Air Line 
which had been closed without the com- 
mission’s permission, and another matter 
of interest will be the suit of the Postal 
Telegranvh Company against the Plant 
system which was argued a few days ago, 
but which has nat been decided.

COUNCIL MA 
MIKE ISSUES 


‘Much Depends on Action Re- 
garding Boulevard Veto 


DR, LONGINO ANNOUNCES 


Will Be Candidate for Alderman 
from Seventh Ward—J. Frank 
Beck Is Candidate for Coun- 
cil and Makes Public 
His Platform. 


Although the forthcoming city white 
primary election is yet a month distant, 
the most intense interest is being felt in 
the result of that election. The cam- 
paign has started off with a rush, with 
any number of candidates in the field 
and many being talked of. That the 
race for council will be an exciting one 
from start to finish Is a foregone con- 
clusion. 

From the present outlook, it seems that 
the issues of the approaching election 
depend largely upon the action of coun- 
eil next Monday afternoon in regard to 
the veto. of the Boulevard extension of 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company. 

If council sustains the mayor’s veto of 
that franchise it will simply mean that 
the question of franchises will become a 
dominant issue in the campaign, and that 
the two contending factions will be more 
strongly arrayed against each other than 
at any previous time. 

The fight over franchises which has 
been waged unceasingly for more than 
a year has attracted the attention of the 
people to municipal affairs, and they are 
now taking a deep interest in these mat- 
ters. In fact, every candidate will be 
required to explain his position, that 
the voters may know what to expect 
from the next council. 

Action Comes Monday. 

The vote on sustaining the mayor's 
veto of the Boulevard question comes up 
Monday. If the veto is overridden, that 
ends the question of the extension of the 
Forrest avenue line, which, consequently, 
will be built. It also virtually settles the 
fate of the Peters street franchise, for it 
means that if that grant is vetoed, the 
veto will not be sustained by council. If 
these two vetoes are overridden, the mat- 
ter will be ended, and will not become a 
dominant issue in the city campaign. 

If, on .e other hand, the mayor's veto 
of both grants is sustained, then the 
question of whether or not these fran- 
chises shall be granted by the next coun- 
cil will be one on whic.. the people will 
vote, and all the candidates will be re- 
quired to make public just how they 
stand. 

At no time in the city’s history have 
the lines been more tightly drawn than 
at present—the very thre:.old of a pri- 
mary election which bids fair to prove 
as exciting as any held in years. 

Dr. Longino Announces. 

As already forecasted in The Constitu- 
tion, Dr. T. D. Longino, present council- 
man from the seventh ward, will be the 
candidate for alderman from that ward 
this fall. Dr. Longino authorized his an- 
nouncement yesterday. 

‘“‘Many of my friends had urged me to 
make the race,”’ said Mr. Longino, “but 
I was unwilling to announce as long as 
there was the slightest chance of Captain 
Howell being a candidate. If he had an- 
nounced it was my intention to support 
him. I am assured, however, that he 
has no Intention of running, and I am, 
therefore, squarely in the race.’’ 

Councilman A. C. Minhinnett, who rep- 
resents the third ward in council, yes- 
terday morning announced that he would 
be in the race for alderman to fill the 
vacancy to be made on the board when 
the term of Alderman Day expires this 
winter. Former Mayor James G. Wood- 
ward will also be a candidate for the 
same place. 

It has been generally understood that 
it was Mr. Minhinnett’s intention to 
make the race, but until yesterday he 
had made no formal announcement of 
his tntention. 


Beck Issues Statement. 


J. Frank Beck announces that he is 
squarely in the race for councilman 
from the fourth ward, and is the first 
of the candidates who has made public 
his platform. The following is a state- 
ment which Mr. Beck has prepared de- 
claring his position on certain important 
municipal matters: 

To ths Voters of Atlanta: I am a candidate 
for council from the fourth ward, subject to 
the primary of September 26. The time is so 
short that I cannot see each of you personally 
in the interval, and I take, therefore, this 
means of stating my position In reference to 
several matters of public importance. If you 
think they represent the best interests of this 
city, then I respectfully ask your indorse- 
ment. 

I regard the matter of competition tn public 
utilities as being of vast importance to this 
city. The competition of the past two and one- 
half years in street railroads has brought to 
this city large sums of money, has given a 
great viaduct free of cost, has completely al- 
tered the nature of many abutting buildings, 
has given employment to many men, advancing 
the comfort and convenience of our citizens and 
greatly added to the values of property. I 
believe all this has been of great good to the 
city, and I stand for its continuation in the 
future. I believe both the street railroads and 
both the electric light companies should be 
dealt with impartially and neither company put 
under terms or conditions which will prevent 
it from building or operate as a discrimina- 
tion in favor of the other companies. My 
record in the past is in harmony with this view, 
and I shall unalterably follow it for the fu- 
ture. 

I am at liberty to adhere to this course, as I 
am not and never have been either a stock 
or bondholder in either of the street railroads 
or of either of the electric light companies; nor 
am I related to any officer or stockholder in 
any of these companies. I am free to follow 
and advance the best interests of this city 
in these respects, and will, if elected, do so 
without faltering. : 

I believe the city should derive a just re- 
turn from its public utility grants. If a fran- 
chise be property, capable of sustaining an is- 
sue of stocks and bonds, then it should be 
property in a taxable sense. I pledge my- 
self, if elected, to vr and consistently 
advocate such a tax as will produce a proper 
revenue to the city from such grants being 
at the same time just and fair to the corpora- 
tions interested. 

If elected it shall be my earnest and consist- 
ent endeavor to apply to the conduct of the 
city’s affairs the same business methods I give 
to my own affairs. I do not believe an eco- 
nomical, conservative business, administration 
of the city’s property and income will neces- 
sitate any increase in the tax rate, and I am 
opposed to the proposed .Mcrease. The differ- 
ent public departments, such as fire, police, san- 
itary, etc., can be kept in efficient working or- 
der and given new and wider powers without 
adding to the tax burdens. 

I am in favor of developing the city. Its 
growth has but begun. *I belleve more lies in 
its future than anything the past has produced. 
I believe just, generous, conservative, clean 
business methods will give results greater by 
far than anything we have ever known, and 
shall stand in the future, as I have in the 
for anhy measure which will achieve these

The lessee of the Western and Atlantic 
road has interposed no objection to the 
use of this plece of track by the South- 
ern during the life of the lease, but the 
state wants an understanding about the 
matter, so that it will have no difficulty 
in recovering the property when the 
lease expires. This 7 miles of track was 
formerly a part of the Rome and Gads- 
den railroad, and the Southern claims it 
under a special act of the legislature. 
The state claims that the terms of the 
grant were never complied with, and 
tnerefore the property reverts to the 
state. An effort was made to get the 
Southern to sign an obligation to the 
effect that it would turn this plece of 
road over to the state at the expiration 
of the state road lease. The Southern 
refused to do this, hence the suit.

Concha Balaguer is once more a charity 
patient, having heen taken to the Taber- 
nacle Baptist home yesterday morning. 

Never in the history of the police de- 
partment of Atlanta has there been such 
a case as that of Concha Balaguer, and 
her movements for the past six months 
makes a very remarkable story.

The appeal is still in 
statu quo, as the lawyers say. 

Concha, however, is not at the police 
barracks, but is once again with the 
ladies at the Baptist Tabernacle home. 
She seems to be about to start the rounds 
again, and if the governor of South Caro- 
lina does not say to the governor of Geor- 
gia what the chief of police of Atlanta 
wants him to say she may have another 
six months’ sensational and exciting 
swap around between the charity homes 
and the city prison. 

Concha Balaguer is about 3 years of 
age, a spare made woman with dark hair 
and black eyes that open wide with the 
giare of the maniac when she gets ex- 
cited. She talks rationally sometimes; 
but nearly all the white has a fear that 
she is about to be poisoned. The only per- 
son yet found who can manage her, even 
when one of her bad spells is on her, is 
the police matron, but the police matron 
cannot run a lunatic asylum.

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, August 29.—Any hopes of revival 
of speculation at this time still further receded 
today and the business transacted on the stock 
exchange was about the smallest of the year.

isting since August |7, the writer now consi4- 
ers a bumper yield out of the question. A mod- 
erate crop can be had, and the yield can be a 
disappointingly small one.’’

The state department of agriculture has 
been struggling with a mysterious dis- 
ease that has recently attacked the cot- 
ton plant in Georgia. 

Complaints of this new disease have 
been received from many counties in the 
state and accompanying them have come 
samples of the diseased and damage cot- 
ton. Putnam, Warren and Jackson, 
counties in two instances at least that 
are widely separated, are among those 
which have sent in specimens of the dis- 
eased cotton accompanied by letters stat- 
ing that the disease was quite prevalent, 
though there are many plants on which 
it does not appear. 

These letters together with the speci- 
mens were turned over to State Entomolo- 
gist W. M. Scott, who took up the mat- 
ter with the United States department 
of agriculture’ at Washington. Mr. 
Scott diagnosed the case, but desiring to 
get a positive statement with regard to it, 
he wrote to Washington. 

The specimens sent to Washington by 
Mr. Scott were from T. J. Wilson, of 
Quitman, Ga., and the following is the let- 
ter written from Washington by Physiolo- 
gist B. M. Duggar in reply: 

Your letter and specimens of cotton bolls 
have been referred to this office through Pro- 
fessor W. M. Scott, state 
Georgia. The disease did not reach us in 
good condition for investigation, but we find 
the bolls to be affected with a disease known 
as anthracnose. On the mature plant it is 
principally a boll disease, at first appearing 
as dark sunken spots, the centers of which 
afterwards become pink from the development 
of spores or the reproductive bodies of the 
fungus, The same disease sometimes attacks 
the leaves and stems in moist weather. Seed 
leaves and ‘‘shins’’ 
attack. As we know it, this disease is seldom 
very destructive except in limited areas and 
during particular seasons. Spraying with 
fungicides have not 
many of the anthracnose diseases and I can 


Suggest no remedy in this case. 


very well that some varieties are less sub- 


cotton disease it has been found by this office 
that saving seed from unaffected and (re- 
sistant) plants in the diseased field gave ex- 
cellent results the following year. I might 
suggest that if you could begin such a system 
of selection, it might in a few years be of 
great value to you.
